another bond issue, ‘authorized by the 
vote of the people, will be necessary to 
permit the execution of Park Commis- 
sioner Scanlan’s plan to establish a 
pubdlte park or plaza from Fourth street 
to the river front, between Market and 
Chestnut streets. | 

“In the recent bond issue election the 
people authorized ‘the issue of $670,000 in 
bonds for small parks,’’ said Mr. Player, 
‘The entire amount would hardly buy 
one of the blocks in. the district where 
it is proposed to plavé this new park.” 

"o carry out Mr. Scanlan’s. plan it 
will be necessary to’ tear down four 
square blocks ,of improved property. 
There are many three and four-story 
structures and two’ five-story buildings. 
Real estate men say this property would 
cost the city three or four million dol- 
lars. ' 

Wants an Arched Park. 

“Such a park would afford a clear 
view from the Courthouse to the river,” 
gaid Mr. Scanian. “I have suggested 
that the surface of the park be arched 
from the Levee to Fourth street, so that 
Third, Second, Main and Commercial 
streets could remain as they are now 
and run under the park. 

“St. Louls ought*to have a park down- 
town as a breathing place for the east 
end. residents, as well as for the orna- 
mentation of the city. Some of these 
residents have no nickels to spare for a 
ride to another park. 

“St. Louls ought to have a park from 
which visitors may obtain a view of the 
river. 

“IT do not mean that the city ought to 
rush into constructing such a park at 
once. I suggested also that parks be 
established opposite Union Station, in 


In the opinion of Comptroller Player | 


Northwest St. Loufs and in Southwest 
St. Louis. 

“T find from the records that for more 
than 30 years St. Louis did not spend 
one cent for park property. In its en- 
tire history St. Louis has spent only 
$1,309,944.04 for park property. Of this 
amount $1,249,693.04 was expended in the 
year 1874-5 when Forest Park was pur- 
chased. 

Delay Costly, Says Scanlan. 

“St. Louls’ need for more parks will 
increase. The longer the purchase is 
postponed the more money park sites 
will cost.”’ 

Mr. Scanlan says the two blocks be- 
tween Market, Chestnut, Bighteenth and 
Twentieth streets should be purchased 
by the city, and if possible additional 
property paralleling this. strip on the 
north. 

A new park should be established, he 
thinks, between Forest Park and O’Fal- 
lon Park and another between Caronde- 
let Park and Tower Grove Park. 

In his report to the Board of Public 
Improvements the Commissioner objects 





to “quasi-public buildings’’ in the parks. 
By ‘quasi-public buildings’’. he means 
the new City Hall, the old Exposition 
building, now being “wrecked, the Art 
Museum in Forest Park and a building 
the Missouri Historical Soclety has ob- 
tained permission to erect in Forest 
Park. 

“The parks are the breathing places 
of the people,” says he, “and they 
should be preserved for that purpose 
and nothing else.” 

Mr. Seanian has officially suggested 
that the city purchasé a strip of ground 
between O'Fallon Park and _ Bircher 
fstreet and annex it to the park. He 
also recommends that the city buy the 
old Fair Grounds and convert it into a

System Amended After 
Debate.

Hereafter 100 Lodges Instead 
of 10 Needed to 
Start Plan. 





The initiative and referendum plan of 
legislation has proven bothersome to the 
“Irternational Association of Machinists 
and at the annual convention, now in 
session here, it has been decided to cur- 
tail the operation of the plan and to 
make the passage of laws and rules 
more difficutt. 

This decision was reached after many 
eloquent speeches had been made in 
“Druid’s Hall as to whether or not the 
convention has the right to annul or 
amend laws that have been enacted un- 
der the initative and referendum plan. 

The convention now has the power to 
set aside the laws that have been adopt- 
ed by the entire organization. The opin- 
jon prevailed that this power Ought to 
be curtailed: and that the vote of the 
Organization on any law or amendment 
should be final, and not subject to ab- 
rogation by the convention.

Including the three-days’ convention 
and the time necessary to go to Nor- 
folk and return, it would take seven 
days to make the trip. When the alder- 
men party leaves East St. Louis next 
Monday at 230 p. m. they will be pro- 
viced with railroad tickets costing $25 
each. ae 


Expenses Easily Figured. 

Adding to the railroad fare, the ho- 
tel expenses for three days at the 
convention at $5 per day, and adding 
$20 for sleeping car and meals en 
route, mathematical calculation would 
say that a cash outly of $60 would 
be actually necessary. It is cus- 
tomary during these conventions for 
the convention city to entertain the 
delegates with an automobile parade 
and inspection tours during the ses- 
sions free, 

Eighteen aldermen and city officials 
attended the convention at Chicago 
last year. Railroad passes were more 
plentiful then, and the party stopped 
at a $2-per-day hotel, 

Automobile tours, parade - convey- 
ances, and trips of inspection were 
free. It began to rain on the last 
day and the party returned, having 
been gone a total of a little less than 
three days. They voted themselves 
$75 each for expenses out of the city 
treasury. 

At that time the salaries of the 
East St. Louis police had not been 
paid for two months on account of a 
deadlock between Mayor Cook and the 
Council. The deadlock was temporar- 
ily broken long enough to pay the 
outing expenses, but the policemen 
were not paid for some time after- 


wards. 
When Deadlock Was Suspended. 


No public announcement of the ex- 
pense bill is generally made until it 
appears in the Council for payment 
Last year these expenses were includ- 
ed in a bunch of “miscellaneous bills,” 
and passed without brass band ac- 
companiment. A -reporter  discov- 
ered the junket “bill” in the mas- 
sive pile, and the quietness was dis- 
turbed. 

The payment of the city bills for 
September will be presented to the 
Council Oct. 7. The list will probab- 
ly contain a mention of the conven- 
tion trip.

From all sides 
rushed the villagers, some summoned 
from supper, others from fitting white 

caps. 

He appeared at the station door for 

a moment, and a battery of eggs and 

vegetables let itself loose against the 
wall. It frescoed the doorway,-but the 
artist escaped damage. 

There came the toot of an engine. His 
face beamed with delight. It was the 
down train he thought, and rushed out. 
It turned out to be a way freight, and 
as Earle scrambled back to the station 
door the air was filled with missiles.

Martha Woolever, 16 years old, of Ven- 
ice, Ill., has now decided that’ wedded 
life on board a houseboat floating in 
t®& Mississippi not as romantic as 
She anticipated and has applied for a 
divorce from her husband, Rev. John D. 
Woolever. 

Mrs. Woolever was formerly Miss 
Martha Verweyst. She moved to Ven- 
ice last December with her father and 
mother. It was there that she met 
Rev. John D. WooleVer, well known 
on the Mississippi as a fisherman and 
remembered by some as the “young 
minister.’’ 

The couple first met when Martha 
went to the river to buy fish. She 
says that the moment she saw the min- 
ister she thought that he was her “affin- 
ity,” and Woolever evidently thought 
the Same of her, for within a month 
they were married and spent. their 
honeymoon on a trip up the river in 
their future home, the houseboat. 

Bride Leaves Him. 

But as spring approached the love of 
the young bride diminished and she 
says that when her husband told her 
that he was preparing to make a tour 
along the river and preach the gos- 
pel she concluded that all romance was 
at an end for her and on April 6, 
when Woolever returned from his daily 
“catch,”’ the bride had gone without 
waiting to remove her trunk and 
clothes.

MAN'S BACKBONE 


Surgeons Saw Into Vertebra and 
Relieve Pressure Which 
Paralyzes. 








City Hospital physicians, to save the 
life of Walter Irwin, performed an op- 
eration on his spinal column, sawed 
through the vertebra which had been 
shattered by a bullet, and brought him 
| back to possible recovery by relleving a 
pecullar distension of the stomach, 
caused by paralysis from the pressure 
of the ball on the spinal cord. 

Irwin, a negro, who is 30 years o'’d 
and lives at 2958 Finney avenue, was 
shot through the spine last Tuesday 
night, in a craps game, by a patrolman 
who sought to capture the “bunch.” 
Irwin was hustled to the City Hospital— 
the entire half of his body so com- 
pletely paralyzed as to be insensible to 
touch. 

The surgeons found that the bullet 
had entered the spine through the ninth 
dorsal vertebra, the links of the column 
which supplies all the nervous system. 

Cow Partly Severed, 

Placing him under an’ anesthetic, the 
surgeons made an incision directly over 
the wound. They found the vertebra 
perforated. On the right side there was 
a slight fracture. They cut through 
this bone, taking care that their knives 
should not touch the cord, and discoy 
ered that the bullet had partly severed 
the cord. 

The patient had already developed 
strong distension of the stomach, which 
would produce death by suffocation. 
Immediate relief o. the pressure was 
imperative. 

By ausculation they discovered that 
the other half of the bullet had deflected 
and torn through the right lung and pro- 
duced a condition known in medical 
terms as emphysema, in which the air 
from the lungs is driven into the tis- 
sues. 

The moment that the half of the bul- 
let pressing on the spinal cord was re- 
moved, Irwin partially regained the feel- 
ing of sensation in the lower half of 
his body and the use of his limbs. The 
distension of the stomach ceased.

The freight on the furniture from Cin- 
cinnati to Kingfisher, O. T., was $65, 
Mrs. Runyan says, and the railroad 
fares brought the figures up to $100, not 


counting incidental expenses of hauling’ 


and loss of household articles and work. 


Were Always in Debt. 

‘‘We were always kept in debt,’”’ Mrs. 
Runyan said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
r, “because when we were no sooner 
located and in a position get a dollar 
ahead than my husband would get the 
fever to move. 

“He couldn’t stand prosperity. If he 
got everything nearly paid off and we 
were beginning to see a chance to save 
money, he would never rest until he 
moved. He simply had to move, if it 
was only across the street, as we often 
did. It was a mania with the man. 
When my second boy, Harold, was only 
2 years old he began to wander ‘from 
home. I couldn’t keep him in the yard. 
The habit grew on the little fellow un- 
til I was nearly crazy about him and 
had to keep him chained up. 

“He has been in the Free Mission 
School for some time and I just 
brought him home Monday and start- 
ed him to the Franklin School. He 
is going regularly and I believe that 
he- is cured of the roving which I 
think he may have inherited frorn 
this trait in his father.” 

She Has Four Children. 

Mrs. Runyan has four children, 
ranging in age from Bertha, aged 10 
years, to little Selma, aged 3. Be- 
tween are Frank, 7, and Harold, who 
is now nearly 6 years old, 

Left alone with the children and 
the barber shop at 1818 Olive street, 
during the World’s Fair, while her 
husband spent four months in Okla- 
homa, Mrs. Runyan says that she 
cleared $900 besides paying her six 
barbers, rent for the shop, supporting 
herself and children and paying off 
several hundred dollars of her hus- 
band’s debts, contracted when he 
opened the shop and bought new fix- 
tures and furniture. 


“I lived in the rear of the shop,” 
Mrs.Runyan said, “and I worked night 
and day. “I did not take more than six 
hours off to eat and sleep.

“I sent money to my husband every 
week, usually $50 at a time, for him 
to pay off what he owed on the shop 
he had bought in Kingfisher. We 
wanted to sell this shop in St. Louis 
because he was tired of it and go I 
let it go and went down there the 
second time.

Rear Admiral E. C. Pendleton, com- 
mandant in the League Island yard, 
eaid today that the Indiana would un- 
doubtedly have been blown to pieces but 
for the calm action of the men in 
charge. In the magazines adjacent to 
the coal bunkers large quantities of am- 
munition were stored. This was re- 
moved quietly and systematically, al- 
though the magazines and shell rooms 
were becoming heated. 

The fire was caused by spontaneous 
coinbustion in the coal bunkers. Lieut. 
Commander J. L. Sticht conducted the 
fire partly, consisting of 19 men. Some 
of the shells were so hot that they 
burned the hands of the men. The 
coal on fire was flooded and removed 
from the bunkers in the space of a few 
minutes. 

An explosion would have meant cer- 
tain death to all on board as well as

MILAN, Sept. i—The Corrtere della 
Bera has received a letter from Hode- 


idah stating that serious excesses have ] 


been cemmitted by discharged soldiers 
whe arrived there from the inland part 
of Yemen, but were prevented from g0- 
ing home immediately by the lack of 
steamers.

Evidently the fate of the free bridge site bill, 
one way or the other, is of weighty importance to 
the “Jimmy Miles faction,” which threatens to 
reorganize the House of Delegates in order to con- 
trol absolutely the defeat or passage of the meas- 
ure. 

With its reputed majority of one, the Miles com- 
bine can do what it pleases in the House, and this 
fact is important in aiding the public to fix the 
responsibility for the ultimate fate of the free 
bridge. 

The Miles faction is broader than the House 
combine. It apparently includes eontrol of the 
Democratic City Central Committee, which was 
lately organized to its liking. Though its power 
is by no means centered exclusively in the Elev- 
enth District leader, he is unquestionably’ the 
chief. 

He would better avoid identification as “the 
man higher up” if the free bridge is to be delayed 
much longer in the interest of the Terminal mo- 
nopoly or other selfish combinations, political or 
speculative. Mr. Miles has been liberally edu- 
‘cated in the school of Butlerism, and the par- 
ticular brand of ethics it has represented in the 
past has been notoriously opposed to govern- 
mental morals and the public interest. 

What the Veteran founder of that school would 
have done a few years ago when he “bossed” the 
situation, if a bridge bill had been up for action, 
is not a matter of conjecture in the light of his 
famous “fee’’ ‘interview. 

If Mr. Miles is really in control of the free 
bridge’s case at present, he has a fine opportunity 
to prove himself a patriot and a real leader of the 
people. Fifty-two thousand voters of both parties 
stand ready to appladd the right kind of action. 

If the free bridge is not to be located promptly, 
the “man higher up,’ whoever he may be, may 
rest assured that the public will discover him and, 
in its own way and in its own good time, fix his 
punishment.

No loan can be pop- 
ularized on that basis. Until a few years ago 
nearly every bond issue comprised the denomina- 
titons of $100 and $500. Now in most cases there 
is only one of $1000. 

The city of St. Louis, with a credit unsur- 
passed, has not been able to dispose of its im- 
provement bonds. For one reason and another 
financial institutions have hesitated. No doubt 
they have taken the usual course of those who 
operate in a cornered market of driving a hard 
bargain. :

IRON MOUNTAIN, Mich., Sept. ..— 
The Loretta Iron Co. has decided ty di- 
vert the course of the Sturgeon River to 
Prevent the stream from breaking 
through into the mines five miles east 
of Norway in the Menominee range. The 
men employed in the Loretta mines are 
in constant fear that they will be 
drowned. Not only will the jeopardy 
to both life and property be removed by 
shifting the course of the Sturgeon, but 
ore bodies will be made available whose 
mining now is too perilous to under- 
take. 

The work will require six months or 
more. The Loretto mine was opened 
in 1893, and has produced more than a 
million tons of ore. 

Not a New Undertaking. 

This changing of the river channel will 
not be the first instance of the kind on 
the Menominee range. Similar work has 
been necessary at the Mansfield mine, 
an Iron County property, now owned by 
the T’nited State Steel Corporation, but 
fin this case the work was not done untill 
after there had occurred one of the 
greatest fatalities of the Lake Superior 
region. 

In September, 1893, owing to the care- 
lessness of the management, the mine 


- openings at the Mansfield were raised 
under the bed of the Michignamme River | 


eo high in following a rich vein of ore 
that the stream broke threugh. filling 
the entire workings in less than five 
minutes and drowning 28 miners. 
Following this disaster at the Mans- 
field no attempt was made toc reopen 


the mine until! 1896, When the De Soto) 


Iron Co. purchased the property. The 
mine was reopened the next year, the 
Michigamme River being diverted to a 
new channel for a distance of nearly a 
quarter of a mile. 


Iron River Was Changed, 
In 1900 the Oliver Mining Co. deflected 


the course of Iron River at the Dober 


‘mine. The ore body here lay under the 


bed of the river. A canal was dug, 
by which the entire flow of the river was 
shifted. The banks of this canal are 
high to prevent overflows. 

A more ambitious and costly under- 
taking was the draining at Ishpeming, 
Marquette range of Lake Angeline, 
which once spreed its waters over what 
are now the Lake mine, at the Cleve- 
dJand Cliffs Iron Co., the Lake shaft of 
the Steel Corporation and a portion of 
the Lake Angeline mine of the Jones & 
‘Laughlin Steel Co. The ore bodies here 
Were proved by diamond drills set on the

were placed. In the center of the circle 
was a skull on which were painted 36 
red lines. Near the skull were two small 
sticks placed upright in the ground, 
and at the top of each stick were tied 
two bundles of hair. 

The interprétation was that 36 Paw- 
nee Indians had camped there. They 
had made a raid against a camp of 
Comanches containing 16 tents or lodges 
,and had taken four scalps. They were 
|new returning home down the river. 
To the white man, who was unversed 
in the Indian methods of communication, 
the jumble of skulls and sticks cen- 
veyed no meaning at all. 

The mest common variety of Indian 
signs is that by which indication is 
given of the direction taken by an in- 
dividual or party in advance of other 
members of the band. The simplest form 
is to plant a stick in the ground leaning 
in the direction in which the one plac- 
ing the sign has gone. These signs are 
usually repeated with sufficient frea- 
quency so that the one following their 
direction need have no doubt as to 
whether he is on the right track. 

This sign, with slight variations, seems 
to have been used by Indians in al) 
parts of the country.
